Hiii y to Disclose Information Ma »«"*> to Patentability 

issued^ a patent was crted by the Office or submitted to the Office in the manner prescribed by §§1 .97(b)- 
H^n^ Is However no patent will be granted on an application in connection wrth which fraud on the 
^^SSZ'S^i or the d'uty of disclosure was violated through bad farth or intentional 
misconduct. The Office encourages applicants to carefully examine: 

(1 ) Prior art cited in search reports of a foreign patent office in a counterpart application, and 

(2) The closest information over which individuals associated with the filing or proroition of a 
patent appliciSn believe any pending claim patentably defines, to make sure that any material informal 
contained therein is disclosed to the Office. 

(b) Under this section, information is material to patentability when it is not cumulative to 
information already of record or being made of record in the application, and 

(1 ) It establishes, by itself or in combination with other information, a prima facie case of 
unpatentability of a claim; or 

(2) It refutes, or is inconsistent with, a position the applicant takes in: 

(i) Opposing an argument of unpatentability relied on by the Office, or 

(ii) Asserting an argument of patentability. 

A prima facie case of unpatentability is established when the information compels ; a 
conclusion that a claim is unpatentable under the preponderance of evidence burden- 
of-proof standard, giving each term in the claim its broadest reasonable construct™ 
consistent with the specification, and before any consideration lS given to e v '° e " ce 
which may be submitted in an attempt to establish a contrary conclusran of patentability.
